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4. (original) The filter of claim 1, wherein said body comprises a grid defining a scries 
of flow openings therelhrGfugh. 

5. , (original) The filter of claim 3, wherein said plurality of coils is formed from a 
polymeric material. 

6. (currently amended) A filter for a curb-and-grate inlet coinprising: 

a body formed of a plurality of coils through which storm water can flow, each 
coil having a pair of ends and a length, flie plurality of coils airanged in a side bv Side 
g pnfiguration so that the ends thereof are substantial ly aliened: and[[i]] 

a cover encapsulating said body, wherein said cover comprises a filter matOTial 
that is substantially water permeable and substantially inipermeable to silt and debris. 

7 (original) The filter of claim 6, wherein said coils of said plurality of coils are fused 
together. 

8. i (original) The filter of claim 6, wherein filter material coix^rises a geotextile 

material. 

9. (currently amended) The filter of claim 6| A filter for a cmb-and-erate inlet 
comprising: 

a body comprising a plurality of coils through which storm water can flow:

a cover encapsulatine said body, wherein said cover co mprises a filter material 
that is substantially permeable to water and substanti ally impermeable to silt and 
debris, 

wherein said body includes a first section having a first elevation and a second 
section having a second elevation, aiid wherein said first and said second elevations 
are not equal.

section having a first elevation and a second section having a second elevation, 
wherein said first elevation is not equal to said second elevation; and[[,]] 

a cover encapsulating said body, wh^ein said cover con^^rises a filter material 
being water permeable and substantially inc9>ermeable to silt and debris.
